Carroll  Dunham  was  a  lifelong  resident  of  Swanzey 
dedicating  much  of  his  life's  activities  to  serving  and 
improving  his  community. 

As  an  educator,  he  served  as  principal  and  teacher- 
principal  in  the  Swanzey  School  District  at  both  Mt . 
Caesar  and  Cutler  Schools.   He  was  a  founding  member  of 
the  Monadnock  Regional  School  Board  and  served  as 
chairman  of  the  N.H.  School  Board  Association. 

Carroll  was  associated  for  more  than  twenty-five 
years  with  the  Cheshire  Fair  Association  serving  as 
director,  vice  president,  president  and  rodeo  chairman. 

He  was  a  fifty  year  member  of  the  Swanzey  Center 
Fire  Company  and  the  Old  Homestead  Association.   He  also 
served  as  a  N.H.  legislator  and  in  numerous  town  offices 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  year  1993  has  continued  to  present  the  Town  of  Swanzey  with  many 
challenges  which  have  tested  the  Selectmen  and  the  town's  departments  to 
accomplish  providing  necessary  services  within  its  budget.   Many  of  the 
situations  and  problems  faced  during  1993  and  anticipated  in  1994  are 
discussed  in  the  individual  reports  contained  in  this  annual  report  which 
are  submitted  by  the  departments  and  committees  of  the  town  and  we  would 
urge  you  to  read  them. 

Bridges  have  continued  to  dominate  the  Town's  agenda  in  1993.   Over 
the  past  few  year's  much  of  the  town's  financial  resources  have  been  aimed 
at  the  town's  historic  covered  bridges  and  they  continue  in  1994  to  require 
attention. 

Tragically,  the  Slate  Bridge  in  Westport,  was  lost  to  arson  on  March 
8,  1993.   It  was  one  of  the  three  covered  bridges  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  lost  in  suspicious  fires  during  1993.   This  bridge  had  been  owned 
by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.   Officials  of  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Transportation  have  agreed  to  re-build  the  bridge  provided  the  Town  will 
raise  funds  paying  for  20%  of  the  replacement  cost  of  a  new  bridge  and 
accept  maintenance  responsibility  and  liability  for  the  new  bridge  and  road 
once  constructed.  Articles  3  and  4  of  the  1994  Town  Meeting  Warrant  are 
included  to  meet  the  State's  requirements. 

Article  4  proposes  a  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $450,000  to  provide 
the  estimated  $  300,000  needed  pay  20%  of  the  cost  to  re-build  a  covered 
bridge  at  the  Slate  Bridge  site.   The  balance  of  the  bond  issue  funds  an 
estimated  20%  of  the  cost  to  reconstruct  or  rehabilitate  the  West  Street 
Bridge  and  the  Carlton  Covered  Bridge.   Currently,  $10  million  dollars  in 
State  Bridge  Aid  is  available  to  communities  on  a  first  come  first  serve 
basis  to  fund  80%  of  bridge  project  costs.   To  tap  these  funds, 
municipalities  must  have  appropriated  their  20%  of  a  project's  costs. 
Passing  this  bond  issue,  will  allow  the  town  to  start  the  process  to  submit 
these  projects  for  consideration  in  1994  and  1995  in  the  80%/20%  Municipal 
Bridge  Aid  Program. 

The  Board's  ability  to  commit  $140,000  of  funds  which  had  been  in 
capital  reserve  for  the  three  covered  bridges,  Thompson,  Cresson  and 
Carlton,  have  allowed  us  to  obtain  Municipal  Bridge  Aid  from  the  State  for 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  Cresson  Bridge  which  was  closed  in  December  of 
1993.   Since  this  bridge's  closure,  with  the  assistance  of  our  state 
elected  officials,  NH  Department  of  Transportation  has  agreed  to  accelerate 
the  rehabilitation  schedule  for  this  bridge  from  1995  or  1996  to  this  year. 

Recent  developments  at  the  State  level  regarding  disposition  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  Rights  of  Way,  caused  us  to  defer  final  funding 
of  the  Matthews  Road  Reclamation  Project  which  had  been  anticipated  to  take 
place  in  1994.   It  is  our  hope  that  the  acquisition  of  the  railroad  right- 
of-way  by  the  State  will  allow  us  to  work  with  them  to  improve  the  layout 
of  the  Matthews  Road  in  areas  bordering  the  right  of  way.  We  have 
requested  funding  the  capital  reserve  account  with  approximately  half  of 
the  amount  needed  to  complete  the  project.   In  Article  19,  we  have 
requested  authority  to  become  agents  to  expend  the  fund  on  the  Matthews 


Road  Reclamation.   By  doing  so  it  will  allow  preliminary  work  on  drainage 
to  be  done  during  the  summer  of  1994. 

On  August  14,  1993,  the  entire  town  celebrated  the  re-opening  of  the 
newly  rehabilitated  Thompson  Covered  Bridge.   The  celebration  included 
opening  ceremonies,  a  parade,  exhibits,  displays,  music,  food,  sports 
events  and  children's  games.  The  Rededication  Committee  put  together  a 
celebration  which  will  long  be  remembered.  Many  thanks  go  to  members  Chuck 
Beaureguard,  Scott  Self  and  Gene  White  for  their  work  on  this  event.  Many 
thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  other  individuals  and  organizations  which 
participated  in  the  day  making  it  a  success. 

The  overall  proposed  budget  for  1994  recommended  by  the  Selectmen, 
excluding  the  proposed  bond  issue  for  the  Slate,  Carlton  and  West  Street 
Bridges,  has  increased  approximately  6.4%  over  that  approved  for  1993.   Of 
this  increase,  almost  3%  is  attributable  to  increased  debt  service  due  to 
the  first  full  year  of  payment  on  the  Thompson  Bridge  Bond.  We  proposed  to 
continue  the  arrangement  begun  in  1993  where  we  combined  responsibilities 
for  cemetery  and  parks  maintenance.   We  have  found  combining  these  efforts 
to  be  cost  effective.  It  has  allowed  the  Recreation  Committee  the 
opportunity  to  fully  devote  their  energies  to  programs  and  activities 
running  throughout  the  year.  Funding  to  continue  the  expansion  work  at  the 
Westport  Cemetery  is  also  proposed  as  the  number  of  available  lots  is 
rapidly  decreasing  in  this  cemetery.  Extension  of  waterlines  is  also 
planned  for  the  Mountainview  Cemetery. 

The  quality  of  our  town's  government  is  dependent  on  the  participation 
of  its  citizens.  As  Selectmen,  we  continue  to  serve  YOU  and  encourage  YOUR 
participation  by  attending  meetings  and  hearings,  serving  on  boards  and 
committees,  and  also  as  volunteers.  We  extend  our  thanks  to  those  of  "YOU" 
who  have  participated  in  1993  making  Swanzey  a  better  place  to  live.

1993  TOWN  MEETING  MINUTES 

TOWN  OF  SWANZEY 
STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

The  Polls  opened  at  4:30  p.m.  and 
closed  at  9:05  p.m. 

The  business  meeting  opened  at  7:00  p.m.  with  Moderator  Gus  Lerandeau 
postponing  the  beginning  of  the  action  on  the  Articles  until  7:30.   This 
allowed  more  of  the  voters  to  get  through  the  polls. 

Town  meeting  reopened  at  7:30  and  at  this  time  the  Moderator  called  for  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  led  by  Jerry  Craig  of  Boy  Scout  Troup  #298.   Joanne 
Mead  then  led  the  audiance  in  singing  "America,  the  Beautiful". 

Moderator  Lerandeau  proceeded  with  the  introductions  of  the  Town  Officers 
seated  at  the  front  table  (Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Deputy  Town  Clerk,  and 
the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist)  as  well  as  the  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief 
and  Recycling  Center  Manager.   Following  these  introductions  Moderator 
Lerandeau  recognized  Selectman  Faulkner. 

Selectman  Francis  Faulkner  made  a  presentation  to  Scott  Self  of  West 
Swanzey  who  is  the  designer  and  builder  of  the  Bell  Tower  located  at  the 
Swanzey  Museum.   Scott  was  presented  with  a  framed  watercolor  picture  of 
the  tower.   This  picture  was  also  used  as  the  cover  for  this  year's  Town 
Report. 

Mr.  Faulkner  then  mentioned  the  loss  of  the  Slate  Bridge  on  March  8th.  He 
recognized  this  as  a  "loss  of  a  piece  of  our  history".   The  Slate  Bridge 
was  located  in  Westport  spanning  the  Ashuelot  River.   Francis  extended 
thanks  to  the  volunteer  fire  companies  of  Swanzey,  Winchester  and  Keene 
that  helped  fight  the  fire  at  the  bridge.  He  also  thanked  the  fire 
companies  of  Richmond,  Marlboro,  Troy  and  Spofford  for  covering  the 
stations  in  Swanzey  while  our  departments  were  at  the  fire  scene. 

Francis  then  advised  that  the  Swanzey  Preservation  Society  has  started  a 
petition  to  ask  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  reconstruct  the  Slate  Bridge 
on  its  original  site.   They  have  also  started  a  reward  fund  for  information 
leading  to  the  arrest  of  the  person/persons  involved  in  setting  the  bridge 
on  fire. 

Mr.  Faulkner  then  turned  the  microphone  over  to  Public  Works  Director  Elton 
Blood.   Mr.  Blood  asked  John  Patnode  to  come  to  the  podium.  Mr.  Blood 
explained  that  John,  who  lives  on  Old  Lake  Street  in  North  Swanzey,  had 
helped  out  the  Highway  Dept.  a  lot  this  Winter  by  plowing  this  street. 
Elton  kidded  that  John  had  gotten  hung  up  one  night  while  plowing  and 
couldn't  find  a  chain.   So  this  is  what  he  gave  to  John.   Elton  also 
presented  him  with  a  Swanzey  Highway  Dept.  hat  and  made  John  an  honorary 
member . 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  with  the  Articles  on  the  Warrant  as  follows.-

Amendment  No.  1.   It  was  voted  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  #1  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Amend  Section  XIII,  A-l  of  the  SPECIAL  LAKE  PROTECTION  DISTRICT  to 
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read: 

No  man  made  buildings  or  structures  shall  be  built,  placed,  or  erected 
within  125  feet  of  the  high  water  line  of  a  lake  or  pond.   Structures 
existing  within  125  feet  of  the  high  water  line  upon  adoption  of  this 
amendment  (non-conforming  uses)  may  be  repaired,  improved,  or  expanded 
provided  they  receive  a  Special  Exception  from  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and 
provided  they  do  not  extend  any  closer  to  the  high  water  line  than  the 
existing  structure.   Piers,  docks,  and  boathouses,  (not  for  residential 
occupancy)  may  be  permitted  within  125  feet  of  the  high  water  line.

Amendment  No.  2.   It  was  voted  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  #2  as 
proposed  by  petition  to  add  an  airport  zoning  district  to  the  Swanzey 
Zoning  Ordinance.   This  amendment  is  placed  on  the  warrant  with  Planning 
Board  approval . 

AIRPORT  ZONING  ORDINANCE 

A.  PURPOSE: 

1 .  An  amendment  to  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  regulating  and 
restricting  the  height  of  structures  and  objects  of  natural  growth  and 
otherwise  regulating  the  use  of  property  on  and  in  the  vicinity  of 
airport (s)  by  creating  and  protecting  airport  approach  zones  and  other 
restricted  areas  and  establishing  the  boundaries  thereof. 

2 .  All  persons  affected  by  this  section  are  expected  to  comply  with 
all  Town  of  Swanzey  application  processes,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
Swanzey  Site  Plan  Review.   All  federal  and/or  local  permits,  waivers, 
inspection  reports,  leases,  etc,  shall  be  attached  to  any  and  all 
applications/requests  for  permits,  site  plans,  variances  and/or  special 
exceptions  under  sections  F  and  G  hereof  before  any  action  on  said 
application/request  is  taken.  Evidence  of  compliance  with  the  above  is 
mandatory . 

3.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  all  of  the 
land  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Approach  areas  as  described  in  section  C 
as  shown  on  the  Airport  Layout  Plan  dated  February,  1990,  and  modified  per 
this  ordinance,  which  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  is  hereby 
declared  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

B.  DEFINITIONS; 

1.  Airport  -  means  any  area  of  land  or  water,  whether  constructed  or 
not,  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Transportation  as  a 
site  of  the  landing  and  taking  off  of  aircraft  or  utilized  or  to  be 
utilized  by  the  public  as  a  point  of  arrival  or  departure  by  air. 

2.  Airport  Owner  -  means  the  City  of  Keene  or  its  successor ( s) ,  as 
there  is  only  one  airport  at  this  adoption. 

3.  Approach  Zone  -  means  the  approach  area  to  the  runway  and  landing 
strip  the  centerline  of  which  coincides  with  the  centerline  of  the  runway 
and  landing  strip  extended.  Departure  criteria  shall  be  the  same  as  the 
approach  zone.   Distances  and  other  specific  criteria  for  each  approved 
landing  area  are  set  in  approach  plans  prepared  and  written  and  duly 
approved  in  accordance  with  RSA  424:3. 

a.  The  dimensions  of  the  runways  and  landing  strips  at  Dillant- 
Hopkins  are: 

(1)  Runway  02-20,  instrument  runway  6,200'  by  100';  landing 
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strip  6,600'  by  1,000'. 

(2)  Runway  14-32,  4,000'  by  150';  landing  strip  4,400'  by  250'. 
(This  runway  has  a  displaced  threshold). 

b.  Reserve  for  future  landing  areas. 

4.  Airport  Hazard  -  means  any  structure,  tree,  smoke,  steam,  dust  or 
other  substance  which  obstructs  the  aerial  approaches  of  a  publicly  or 
privately  owned  airport  open  to  the  public  or  impairs  the  reasonable 
visibility  on  or  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  electrical  impulses  and 
disturbances  which  interfere  with  radio  aids  or  communications  and  lights 
which  might  impair  the  vision  of  pilots  or  aircraft  or  be  confused  with 
airport  lights. 

5.  Airport  Restricted  Area  -  for  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  means 
the  area  of  land  which  lies  between  airport  property  lines  as  delineated  on 
the  Airport  Layout  Map  made  a  part  hereof  and  attached  hereto  as  Map  M-l. 

6.  Avigation  rights  -  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  means  an 
easement  given  for  a  fee  to  the  airport  owner  to  permit  its  agents  or 
assigns  to  enter  private  property  to  make  modifications  to  demonstrated 
obstructions . 

7.  Nonconforming  Use  -  means  any  structure,  tree,  or  use  of  land  which 
does  not  conform  to  a  regulation  prescribed  in  this  section  or  any 
amendment  thereto  as  of  the  effective  date  of  such  regulations. 

8.  Person  -  means  any  individual,  firm,  co-partnership,  corporation, 
company,  association,  joint  stock  association  or  body  politic,  and  includes 
any  trustee,  receiver,  assigned,  or  other  similar  representative  thereof. 

9.  Potential  Obstruction  Zone  -  means  starting  at  a  point  where  the 
extended  centerline  of  Runway  02-20  intersects  the  Swanzey-Keene  boundary 
to  a  point  20,000'  southerly  and  5,000'  on  either  side  of  the  extended 
center  line  of  Runway  02-20  within  the  boundaries  of  Swanzey. 

10.  Structure  -  means  any  object  constructed  or  installed  by  man, 
including  such  objects  although  regulated  or  licensed  by  other  provisions 
of  law. 

11.  Tree  -  means  any  object  of  natural  growth. 

C.   HEIGHT: 

1 .  Height  Limits :  No  structure  or  tree  which  shall  be  erected , 
altered,  or  allowed  to  grow  within  the  areas  described  in  section  A-3, 
hereof,  to  wit: 

a.  Dillant-Hopkins  Airport 

(1)  In  the  approach  and  departure  areas  to  runway  2-20  which 
are  1,000'  wide  at  a  point  200'  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  and  4,000' 
wide  at  10,200'  from  the  end  of  pavement,  above  an  inclined  plane  of  20:1 
slope  and  for  an  additional  +\-  15,300'  at  which  point  it  is  +\-  8600' 
wide,  above  an  inclined  plane  of  a  20:1  slope.   (This  point  representing 
the  extent  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey 's  jurisdiction.) 

(2)  In  the  approach  and  departure  areas  to  runway  14-32  which 
are  500'  wide  at  a  point  200'  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  and  2,500'  wide 
a  point  of  10,200'  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  on  the  east  end  of  the 
runway  and  +N-1060'  wide  a  point  +\-  3000'  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  on 
the  west  end  of  the  runway  (representing  Swanzey's  jurisdictional  limits), 
above  an  inclined  plane  of  20:1  slope. 

(3)  638'  above  sea  level  within  the  horizontal  surface,  which 
is  a  plane  150'  above  the  established  airport  elevation  of  488'.   This 
plane  is  an  ellipse  formed  by  connecting  the  ends  of  two  semicircles  having 
a  radii  of  10,000'  from  points  located  200'  beyond  the  ends  of  pavement  on 
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centerline  extended  at  each  end  of  runway  02-20. 

(4)  On  the  sides  of  the  landing  strips  and  approach  areas, 
above  an  inclined  plane  of  7:1  slope. 

(5)  Within  the  conical  surface,  which  is  an  inclined  plane 
sloping  upward  at  a  20:1  ratio  extending  4,000'  outward  from  the  horizontal 
surface. 

b.   Reserved  for  future  landing  areas. 
2.   Height  Permitted: 

a.  No  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  limit  the  height  of  a 
structure  or  tree  to  less  than  30 'above  the  ground  upon  which  it  is 
located. 

b.  In  addition  shall  be  in  conformance  with  SECTION  III--GENERAL 
PROVISIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  ALL  DISTRICTS,  Sub-section  T,  "Height  Regulations" 
of  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  amended  March  10,  1992. 

D.   ALLOWABLE  USES: 


Only  aviation  or  aviation-oriented  businesses  (as  defined  by  F.A.A. ) 
shall  be  allowed  to  locate  on  airport (s). 

E.  USE  RESTRICTIONS; 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  no  use  may 
be  made  of  the  land  described  in  section  A-3  hereof  in  such  a  manner  as  to: 

1.  create  electrical  interference  with  radio  aids  or  communications 
between  the  airport  and  aircraft, 

2.  make  it  difficult  for  airmen  to  distinguish  between  airport  lights 
and  others, 

3.  result  in  glare  in  the  eyes  of  the  airmen  using  the  airport, 

4.  impair  visibility  in  the  vicinity  of  or  on  the  airport  by  the 
creation  and  discharge  of  smoke,  steam,  dust  or  other  obstructions  to 
visibility  or  otherwise  endanger  the  landing,  taking  off  or  maneuvering  of 
aircraft,  and/or 

5.  otherwise  be  injurious,  obnoxious,  or  offensive  to  the 
neighborhood . 

F.  NONCONFORMING  USES: 

All  airport  zoning  regulations  adopted  hereunder  shall  be  reasonable, 
and  none  shall  require  the  removal ,  lowering  or  other  change  or  alterations 
of  any  structure  or  tree  not  conforming  to  the  regulations  when  adopted  or 
amended,  or  otherwise  interfere  with  the  continuance  of  any  nonconforming 
use,  except  as  provided  in  RSA  424:6,1. 

G.  PERMITS,  SITE  PLANS: 

1 .   Future  uses:  No  material  change  in  violation  of  sections  C  and  D 
hereof  shall  be  made  in  the  use  of  land  and  no  structure  or  tree  shall  be 
erected,  altered,  planted  or  otherwise  established  in  violation  of  section 
A-3  hereof  unless  and  until  a  permit,  site  plan  review,  etc,  therefore 
shall  have  been  applied  for  and  granted  by  the  Swanzey  Planning  Board 
and/or  other  appropriate  Town  of  Swanzey  official (s)  and/or  State  and/or 
Federal  agency (ies)  vested  with  such  authority.   Such  application  shall 
indicate  the  purpose  for  which  the  permit  is  desired  with  sufficient 
particularity  to  permit  it  to  be  determined  whether  the  resulting  use, 
structure,  or  tree  would  conform  to  the  regulation  herein  prescribed.   If 
such  a  determination  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  permit  applied  for  shall  be 
granted . 
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2.  Existing  uses.  Before  any  existing  use,  structure  or  tree  may  be 
replaced ,  substantially  altered,  repaired,  or  rebuilt,  allowed  to  grow 
higher,  or  replanted,  so  as  to  be  an  airport  hazard  as  herein  defined, 
within  any  of  the  areas  of  land  described  in  section  A-3  hereof,  a  permit 
must  be  secured  from  the  Swanzey  Planning  Board  and /or  any  and  all  other 
appropriate  agency (ies)  having  jurisdiction  in  the  matter  authorizing  such 
replacement  change  or  repair,  if  it  is  in  violation  of  sections  C  and  D 
hereof.  No  permit  shall  be  granted  that  would  allow  the  establishment  or 
creation  of  an  airport  hazard  or  permit  a  nonconforming  use,  structure  or 
tree  to  be  made  or  become  higher,  or  become  a  greater  hazard  to  air 
navigation,  than  it  was  on  the  effective  date  of  the  ordinance  or  than  it 
is  when  the  application  for  a  permit  for  replacement,  change,  repair  of 
existing  use,  structure,  or  tree  shall  be  granted. 

3.  If  site  plan,  permit,  etc,  is  not  approved  by  the  Swanzey  Planning 
Board  and/or  other  appropriate  official(s),  appeal  is  to  the  Swanzey  Board 
of  Adjustment.   (RSA  424:7,111;  RSA  424:8;  RSA  674:33  and  RSA  676:5,  I- 
III). 

H.   VARIANCES.  SPECIAL  EXCEPTIONS: 

1 .  Any  person  desiring  to  erect  or  install  any  structure  or  increase 
the  height  of  any  structure,  or  permit  the  growth  of  any  tree,  or  use  his 
property,  not  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  prescribed  in  this 
ordinance,  may  apply  to  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  for  a 
variance  herefrom. 

2.  Any  person  dissatisfied  with  the  denial  of  a  permit  by  the  Swanzey 
Planning  Board  as  provided  in  sections  G-l  and  G-2  may  appeal  to  said  Board 
of  Adjustment  for  a  variance  and/or  special  exception.   Such  variance  or 
permits  shall  be  allowed  where  a  literal  application  or  enforcement  of  the 
regulations  would  result  in  practical  difficulty  or  unnecessary  hardship 
and  the  relief  granted  would  not  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest  but  do 
substantial  justice  and  be  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  this  ordinance. 

I.   HAZARD  MARKING  AND  LIGHTING. 

Any  permit  or  variance  granted  under  sections  G  and  H  which  is  deemed 
to  be  a  hazard  by  an  action  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  may 
require  the  owner  of  the  tree  or  structure  in  question  to  permit  the 
airport  owner — at  its  expense — to  mark  and/or  light  said  hazard. 

J.   AIR  RIGHTS  AND  EASEMENTS: 

There  exists  an  airport  potential  obstruction  zone  (B-9).   Should  the 
Federal  Aviation  Administration  judge  any  property (ies)  within  said  zone  to 
have  obstructions  deemed  to  be  a  hazard(s),  the  FAA  shall  provide  written 
documentation,  demonstration  and  delineation  of  said  obstruction(s)  to  the 
property  owner (s)  of  record. 

1.  If  another  obstruction  which  is  a  controlling  factor  in  reducing 
airport  minima  cannot  be  cleared  or  reduced,  said  controlling  obstruction 
should  be  reflected  in  any  properly  prepared  approach  plan  (RSA  424:3)  and 
should  also  be  a  heavily  weighted  factor  in  any  decision  to  commence 
eminent  domain  proceedings.   In  the  matter  of  airports  and  eminent  domain 
see  RSA  423. 

2.  Said  property  owner (s)  shall  have  two  options  available  to  them  to 
resolve  this  issue: 

a.   Sell  their  property  in  its  entirely  to  the  airport  owner  (the 
buyer ) ,  or 
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b.   See  avigation  easements  and  obstruction  removal  rights  to  the 
airport  owner. 

K.   COMPENSATION: 


1.  Seller (s)  exercising  option  J-l  above  are  entitled  to: 

a.  Compensation  at  a  minimum  of  115%  of  the  highest  of  three 
professional/commercial  appraisals  for  the  land  and  buildings  as  prescribed 
by  Federal  guidelines. 

b.  Relocation  assistance  payment  to  the  seller  with  $6,000.00  as 
the  base  figure,  starting  with  the  date  of  adoption  of  this  ordinance. 
This  figure  is  to  be  tied  to  the  Consumer  Price  Index  known  as  CPI-U  (base 
as  of  December,  1991)  and  updated  as  the  index  is  updated. 

c.  Payment  to  the  seller  for  property  transfer  fees,  title  fees, 
recording  fees,  and  any  and  all  other  costs  associated  with  the  property 
transfer  to  the  buyer  as  actual  out-of-pocket  costs  to  the  seller  as 
allowed  by  RSA  124-A. 

d.  The  monies  in  K-a  and  K-B  above  are  to  be  paid  to  the  seller  by 
the  buyer  at  the  time  of  property  transfer.   The  monies  in  item  K-c  above 
shall  be  paid  to  the  seller  by  the  buyer  at  the  time  the  actual  bills  are 
presented  to  the  buyer  for  payment  or  within  10  (ten)  business  days 
thereof. 

e.  In  addition  to  the  monies  outlined  above,  per  RSA  124-A: 3.   I- 
III,  reasonable  expenses  shall  be  paid  to  the  seller  to  reestablish  a 
displaced  farm,  non-profit  organization,  or  small  business  at  its  new  site, 
not  to  exceed  $20,000.00  in  all.   Payment  to  the  seller  at  the  rate  of 
approximately  one-half  at  the  time  the  business  is  moved  and  the  remainder 
at  the  time  the  new  farm,  organization  or  businesses  is  reestablished  and 
under  operation.   The  total  payment  is  to  be  at  actual  cost  to  the  seller. 

f .  Monies  shall  be  paid  to  a  displaced  tenant  who  actually  and 
lawfully  occupied  a  dwelling  or  apartment  bought  by  the  airport  owner,  said 
occupancy  to  be  at  least  90  (ninety)  days  prior  to  the  time  of  the  sale  of 
the  property.   Payment  shall  consist  of  an  amount,  not  to  exceed  $5,000.00 
(RSA  124-A:  5),  necessary  to  enable  such  a  person  to  lease  or  rent  a 
comparable  replacement  dwelling.  Payment  to  the  tenant  to  be  made  at  the 
presentation  of  the  actual  bills  to  the  buyer,  or  within  10  (ten)  business 
days  thereof. 

2.  Seller (s)  exercising  option  J-2  above  are  entitled  to: 

a.  One  time  compensation  for  the  devaluation  of  his  property 
resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  structure  or  tree,  said  compensation  to 
be  125%  of  the  highest  of  three  professional /commercial  appraisals,  and/or 

b.  One  time  compensation  for  the  purchase  of  avigation  rights  at 
110%  of  the  highest  of  the  three  appraisals  as  prescribed  by  FAA 
guidelines. 

3.  An  abutter  to  property  owner (s)  identified  by  section  J  above  with 
easement (s)  purchased  pursuant  to  section  J-2,  may  at  their  own  expense 
hire  an  independent  professional /commercial  appraiser  to  prove  any  alleged 
devaluation  of  property  value (s)  resultant  from  any  and  all  work  done  on 
the  abutting  property  pursuant  to  section  J-2  of  this  ordinance.  It  is 
incumbent  upon  the  aggrieved  party  (abutter)  to  prove  devaluation.   Such 
proven  devaluation  shall  be  subject  to  proper  and  just  compensation  per 
this  ordinance,  including  the  actual  cost  of  the  appraisal,  by  the  airport 
owner . 

4.  The  Town  of  Swanzey  shall  receive  annual  reimbursement  from  the 
airport  owner  for  any  loss  of  tax  revenues  resulting  from  any  and  all 
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actions  taken  pursuant  to  section  I,  J,  L  and/or  any  other  section(s)  of 
this  ordinance  and/or  State  law,  whether  said  action(s)  be  intentional  or 
through  negligence. 

L.   MAINTENANCE: 

Having  purchased  avigation  easement(s)  and/or  obstruction  removal 
rights  from  the  pr6perty  owner,  the  airport  owner,  only  after  giving 
reasonable  written  notice  {ten  (10)  business  days}  to  the  property  owner, 
any  and  all  lessees  and  the  Town's  governing  body,  shall,  upon  entering 
said  private  property  for  the  purpose  of  property  maintenance  as  stipulated 
in  easement  and/or  removal  rights  agreement,  be  responsible  for  any  and  all 
damages  caused  by  this  action  except  for  the  actual  removal  of  the 
obstructions.  Any  and  all  debris,  caused  by  this  action,  shall  be 
completely  removed  from  the  premises  within  five  (5)  business  days,  and  the 
removal  areas  shall  be  landscaped  and  reseeded  as  soon  as  practical  or  no 
later  than  six  (6)  months.   The  airport  owner  or  his  agents  or  assigns 
shall  promptly  vacate  the  private  property  as  soon  as  practical  after  the 
work  is  completed.  In  the  event  of  damage  to  the  private  property  by  the 
airport  owner,  his  agents  or  assigns,  said  airport  owner,  at  his  own 
expense  shall  cause  the  damage  to  be  promptly  repaired  to  the  property 
owner's  satisfaction. 

M.   ZONE  MAPS; 

1.  A  copy  of  the  Airport  Layout  Map  dated  February,  1990,  and  modified 
per  this  ordinance,  shall  become  part  of  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of 
Swanzey.  The  airport  owner  shall  be  responsible  for  providing  updated  maps 
as  changes  are  made.

Amendment  #3.  It  was  voted  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  #3  as  proposed 
by  petition  for  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance.

Presite  Built  Housing:   Any  structure  designed  primarily 
for  residential  occupancy  which  is  wholly  or  in 
substantial  part  made,  fabricated,  formed  or  assembled  in 
off-site  manufacturing  facilities  in  conformance  with  the 
United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
minimum  property  standards  and  local  building  codes,  for 
installation,  or  assembly  and  installation  on  the  building 
site.   For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  presite  built 
housing  shall  not  include  manufactured  housing  as  defined 
by  this  ordinance. 

Accessory  Building.   A  free-standing  building  incidental 
to  the  primary  structure,  for  any  use  customarily 
incidental,  related  and  clearly  subordinate  to  a  principal 
or  main  use  established  on  the  same  lot  or  premises.

g.   Manufactured  housing  on  individual  lots,  provided  they 

meet  the  reguirements  of  the  district  and  all  other 

pertinent  reguirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Amendment  No.  5 .   Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
Amendment  No.  5  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  to  the 
Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

AMEND  Section  XIII,  DEFINITIONS,  Home  Occupation  to  read 
as  follows: 

Home  Occupation:   A  commercial  use  not  otherwise  permitted 
in  the  zone  conducted  by  not  more  than  three  people  (at 
least  one  of  whom  is  an  inhabitant  of  the  dwelling) ,  which 
is  clearly  incidental  and  secondary  to  the  use  of  the 
premises  for  dwelling  purposes  and  does  not  change  the 
residential  character  thereof.   See  Section  III  U.  for 
additional  requirements. 

AMEND  Section  III,  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  ALL 
DISTRICTS,  by  adding  the  following  section  concerning  Home 
Occupations . 

U.   Home  Occupations.   Home  occupations  may  be  allowed  in 
all  districts  provided  that: 

1.  No  home  occupation  shall  be  conducted  at  any 
dwelling  unless  and  until'  it  has  undergone  site  plan 
review  by  the  Planning  Board  to  determine  that  the 
proposed  use  complies  in  all  respects  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  and  the  standards  set  forth  in  the  site 
plan  review  regulations. 

2.  The  use  does  not  result  in  the  alteration  of  the 
residential  appearance  of  the  dwelling  unit  or  the  lot  on 
which  it  is  located  and  is  clearly  incidental  to  its  use 
as  a  residence. 

3.  The  use  does  not  result  in  the  production  of  any 
offensive  noise,  vibration,  light,  odor,  dust,  smoke  or 
other  pollution  external  to  the  property,  and  will  not 
cause  any  pollutants  to  enter  the  sewer  system. 

4.  The  maximum  number  of  vehicle  trips  permitted  per 
day  to  the  premises  related  to  the  home  occupation  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Planning  Board  on  a  case-by-case 
basis  and  imposed  as  a  condition  of  site  plan  review 
approval . 

5.  It  is  not  identified  by  any  external  on-premise 
advertising  other  than  a  small  sign  not  exceeding  four  (4) 
square  feet.   Off  premise  signage  Identifying  the  location 
of  the  property  or  home  occupation  shall  not  be  permitted. 

6.  It  does  not  result  in  the  use  of  an  area  equal  to 
more  than  10  percent  of  the  total  gross  floor  area  of  the 
dwelling  unit  up  to  a  maximum  of  300  square  feet.   The  use 
of  outbuildings  will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

7.  There  shall  be  no  more  than  3  people  (whether 
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full  time  or  part  time),  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  an 
inhabitant  of  the  dwelling,  engaged  or  employed  in  the 
home  occupation. 

8.   The  following  uses  may  qualify  as  home 
occupations:  Hairdressing,  dressmaking,  tutoring,  offices 
for  lawyers,  engineers,  architects,  real  estate  brokers, 
computer  oriented  businesses,  accountants,  mobile 
veterinarians,  artists,  mail  order  consultants,  craft 
people,  shoe  repair,  light  machine  work,  and  woodworking, 
and  excluding  doctors,  dentists,  and  veterinarians. 
Contractors,  such  as  carpenters,  plumbers,  electricians 
may  have  an  office  in  their  home. 

9.   The  maximum  number  of  vehicles  permitted  to  be 
stored  outside  shall  be  determined  by  the  Planning  Board 
on  a  case-by-case  basis  and  imposed  as  a  condition  of  site 
plan  review  approval. 

10.   Any  applicant  proposing  a  Home  Occupation  shall 
clearly  and  fully  state  the  type  and  amount  of  equipment 
required  to  conduct  the  use  and  the  Planning  Board  may 
limit  the  number  of  hours  that  any  machines  or  equipment 
may  be  used.   Expansion  of  the  number  and  kinds  of 
equipment  used  in  the  Home  Occupation  will  require 
subsequent  approval  from  the  Planning  Board.

Section  VI,  Id  (10),  would  then  read 
as  follows:

Article  35:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  an 
expendable  general  fund  trust  fund  under  the  provisions 
of  RSA  31:19-a,  to  be  known  as  the  Insurance  Deductible 
Fund,  for  the  purposes  of  paying  the  deductible  portion 
of  any  losses  Incurred  by  the  Town,  authorize  the 
Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend  the  fund,  and  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  toward  this  purpose, 
or  take  any  action  thereon.   (Recommended  by  Selectmen). 

Article  36:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
the  first  Saturday  in  October  annually  as  SWANZEY  COVERED 
BRIDGE  DAY  and  to  establish  a  five  member  elected 
committee  to  organize  said  event.   Members  will  serve 
three  year  terms  without  pay  and  the  event  is  to  be  self- 
funding.   Upon  passage,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  a  five  member  committee  on  or  before  April  6, 
1994,  to  plan  and  organize  the  1994  event,  or  take  any 
action  thereon.   (Submitted  by  petition). 

Article  37:   To  see  if  the  Town  of  Swanzey  will  vote  to 
instruct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  annually  include  the 
inventory  of  property  containing  owner  name,  map  and  lot 
numbers,  valuation,  etc.,  to  the  Annual  Report,  or  take 
any  action  thereon.   (Submitted  by  petition). 

Article  38:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  an 
ordinance  regulating  conflicts  of  interest  as  follows: 

Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire 
"Conflicts  of  Interest  Described  and  Regulated" 
Pursuant  to  RSA  31:39-a,  the  Town  of  Swanzey  hereby 
ordains  as  follows: 

I.   Declaration  of  Policy:   Where  government  is  based  on 
the  consent  of  the  governed,  every  citizen  is  entitled  to 
have  complete  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  that 
government.   All  persons  performing  a  public  trust, 
engaged  in  the  Town's  business  or  in  their  duties  as  Town 
officers  or  employees,  whether  elected  or  appointed, 
including  paid  or  unpaid  members  of  municipal  boards, 
commissions  and  committees,  must  earn  and  honor  that 
trust  by  their  conduct  in  all  official  actions.   It  is 
the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  to  ensure  fair 
consideration  of  any  application  or  matter  to  be  voted 
upon,  and  also  to  ensure  the  appearance  of  fairness  so  as 
to  maintain  public  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  Town 
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government . 

II.  Definitions;   In  this  ordinance.- 

1.  "Officer"  includes  any  elected  or  appointed 
municipal  official,  employee  or  agent,  or  member  of  a 
municipal  board,  whether  compensated  or  not,  permanent  or 
temporary,  when  acting  in  an  official  capacity  or  engaged 
in  the  municipality's  business.   It  does  not  include  a 
voter  at  a  town  meeting  or  election. 

2.  "Decision"  includes  any  act  or  determination, 
whether  preliminary,  advisory  or  final,  which  is  within 
the  official  responsibility  or  authority  of  the  officer, 
or  of  a  board  of  which  the  officer  is  a  member,  and  which 
involves  the  exercise  of  judgment,  discretion,  option  or 
choice.   It  does  not  include  a  solely  administrative  or 
ministerial  act,  whose  result  is  mandated  or 
predetermined  by  authority  or  circumstances  outside  the 
officer's  control. 

3.  "Board"  includes  any  municipal  board, 
commission,  authority,  agency,  committee,  subcommittee, 
advisory  committee  or  other  body. 

4.  A  "guasi- judicial "  decision  is  one  which  affects 
the  rights  or  obligations  of  specific  citizens, 
petitioners,  or  concerning  specific  parcels  of  land, 
rather  than  the  public  at  large,  and  which  is  made  on  the 
basis  of  investigation  and  evidence,  or  notice  and 
hearing  of  the  parties  involved.   (Example:   the  rezoning 
of  particular  parcels  or  tracts  of  land,  fair  hearing 
requests . ) 

5.  A  "legislative"  decision  is  the  enactment  of  an 
ordinance,  rule  or  regulation,  or  the  adoption  of  general 
public  policy  of  a  durable  nature. 

III.  Conflicts  of  Interest  Described;   The  following 
circumstances  shall  constitute  possible  conflicts  of 
interest  under  this  ordinance  (This  list  is  not 
exhaustive . ) : 

1.  PECUNIARY  INTEREST;   A  personal  and  pecuniary 
interest  by  the  officer  in  the  outcome  of  the  decision. 
Such  interest  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to  an 
ownership  interest  in  property  affected,  a  mortgage 
interest,  a  creditor  or  debtor  relationship  with  a  party 
in  the  matter,  or  a  business  relationship  (past  or 
present)  with  a  party  in  the  matter. 

2.  KINSHIP:   A  relationship  by  blood  or  marriage 
with  a  party  in  the  matter,  including  the  relationship  of 
spouse,  parent,  child,  brother,  sister,  uncle,  aunt, 
niece,  nephew,  grandparent,  grandchild. 

3.  EMPLOYMENT :   Employment  of  or  by  a  party  in  the 
matter  under  consideration. 

4.  ABUTTER:   Ownership  of  land  abutting  land  under 
consideration  in  the  matter. 

5.  PREJUDGMENT .-   A  prior  public  statement  or 
position  indicative  of  bias  for  or  against  the  matter 
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under  consideration.   Prejudgment  does  not  include 
statements  or  votes  made  during  prior  official  action 
concerning  the  same  subject  matter  (Example:   ZBA  vote  on 
a  variance  request  does  not  constitute  prejudgment  of  a 
request  for  reconsideration  of  that  same  vote). 

6.   COMBINATION;   Any  combination  of  the  above 
factors.   (Example.-   relationship  by  blood  or  marriage  to 
an  abutter . ) 

IV .  Disclosure  of  possible  conflicts  of  interest : 

Whenever  any  officer  has  a  possible  or  potential  conflict 
of  interest  as  described  in  Section  III,  with  respect  to 
any  matter  upon  which  that  officer  is  to  make  a  decision, 
either  legislative  or  quasi- judicial ,  that  officer  shall 
disclose  the  facts  constituting  the  possible  conflict  of 
interest  at  a  public  meeting  of  the  board  of  which  he  or 
she  is  a  member,  or  in  some  other  effective  public  forum; 
provided,  however,  that  any  officer  who  steps  down 
pursuant  to  Section  V  need  not  disclose  reasons  for  doing 
so . 

V.  Disqualification  in  Quasi- Judicial  matters.-   Whenever 
any  officer  has  a  conflict  of  interest,  as  described  in 
Section  III,  with  respect  to  a  matter  upon  which  that 
officer  is  to  make  a  decision  in  a  quasi- judicial 
capacity,  and  that  conflict  of  interest  is  definite, 
direct,  and  capable  of  demonstration,  rather  than  remote, 
uncertain,  or  so  speculative  that  reasonable  persons 
would  not  be  influenced  by  it,  that  officer  shall  be 
disqualified  and  shall  step  down.   Officers  who  are  to 
make  legislative  decisions  shall  neither  be  required  to, 
nor  prohibited  from,  stepping  down  under  this  ordinance. 
An  officer  required  to  step  down  under  this  section  shall 
not  decide  or  vote  on  the  matter  under  consideration, 
shall  not  participate  in  any  board  deliberation  or 
discussion  of  the  matter,  except  as  a  member  of  the 
public  at  a  public  hearing,  and  shall  not  sit  with  the 
remainder  of  the  board  during  its  consideration  of  the 
matter . 

VI .  Resolution  of  Uncertainty;   Procedure;   Whenever 
uncertainty  arises  as  to  the  application  of  Section  V  to 
an  officer  acting  as  a  member  of  a  board,  the  board 
shall,  upon  request  of  any  board  member  or  party  to  the 
matter  under  consideration,  vote  on  the  question  of 
whether  that  member  should  step  down.   Any  such  request 
shall  be  made  at  the  commencement  of  any  public  hearing, 
or  immediately  following  a  disclosure  under  Section  IV, 
whichever  is  later.   Such  a  vote  shall  be  advisory  and 
non-binding . 

VII.  Conflict  of  Interest  Distinguished  from 
Ineligibility;   Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  render  any  person  ineligible  to  hold  any 
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office  or  position.   (Compare  to  RSA  669:7 
Incompatibility  of  Offices.) 

VIII.   Violations;   Depending  on  circumstance, 
violatlon(s)  may  result  in  fine(s)  and/or  initiation  of 
procedure  per  prevailing  statute(s)  to  remove  from  office 
(See  RSA  41:40,  42:1,  95:2,  105:2-a,  154:5,  640:5,  and 
673:13  as  guide.   This  list  is  not  exhaustive.) 

(Submitted  by  Petition.) 

Article  39:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting,  or  take  any  action 
thereon.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey, 
New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1993,  and  have  issued  our  report 
thereon  dated  January  26,  1994. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance 
about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1993,  we  considered  its 
internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assur- 
ance on  the  internal  control  structure. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establish- 
ing and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and 
judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of 
internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  struc- 
ture are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are 
safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  execut- 
ed in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  prepa- 
ration of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  ma> 
nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  tc 
future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes 
in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and  procedures 
may  deteriorate. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control  struc- 
ture policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories. 

Budget 

Cash  and  investments 

Revenue  and  receivables 

Expenditures  for  goods  and  services 

and  accounts  payable 
Payroll  and  related  liabilities 
Debt  and  debt  service  expenditures 
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For  all  of  the  control  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the 
design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and 
we  assessed  control  risk. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards 
established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is 
a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control 
structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities 
in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being 
audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal 
course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no  matters  involving  the  internal 
control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined 
above. 

However,  we  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its 
operation  that  we  have  reported  to  the  management  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire, 
in  a  separate  letter  dated  January  26,  1994. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  However,  this 
report  is  a  matter  of  public  record  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

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SWANZEY  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Swanzey  Police  Department  continues  to  meet  the  demands 
and  needs  of  the  community  in  an  effective  a  manner  as  possible. 
Our  workload  has  dramatically  increased  primarily  due  to  increased 
incidents  in  violent  crimes,  economics,  and  investigations  that  were 
previously  handled  by  outside  agencies.  With  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  continually  trimming  its  responsibilities  and  pushing  more 
things  back  on  the  shoulders  of  the  community,  we  have  had  to  pick 
up  the  areas  of  sexual  assault,  juvenile  neglect  &  abuse,  and  some 
drug  investigations 

We  are  currently  programming  the  appropriate  training  in  these 
areas  as  it  becomes  available.  Each  functional  area  is  actually  a 
specialty  unto  itself,  however,  we  are  able  to  bridge  this  training 
gap  through  experience  and  outside  resources. 

Our  overall  activity  for  1993  has  risen  almost  33%  overall, 
with  several  individual  crimes  surpassing  the  100%  increase  figure. 
This  has  taxed  our  resources  quite  heavily  by  having  several  major 
cases  which  involved  hundreds  of  man/hours  each  to  investigate, 
solve,  and  prosecute.  Even  with  our  limited  internal  resources,  the 
Swanzey  Police  Department  cleared  better  than  60%  of  its  cases  this 
year. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  community  in  1994  and  eagerly 
await  the  challenges  that  lie  ahead.  The  following  statistics  were 
recorded  by  the  Swanzey  Police  Department  for  the  year  1993  :

SWANZEY  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1993  Capital  Improvement  Program  for  the  Fire 
Department  included  refurbishing  of  43R1 ,  27R1,  28M2, 
43M2.   All  of  these  trucks  were  in  need  of  repair  to  bring 
them  back  into  shape,  fit  to  fight  fires  and  answer  rescue 
calls,  the  refurbishing  of  this  apparatus  will  provide  us 
with  a  longer  term  of  life  for  the  vehicles  and  prolong 
the  purchase  of  new  equipment. 

In  the  long  term  planning,  we  have  addressed  Fire 
Prevention,  installing  a  program  into  the  schools  for  the 
first  and  second  grade  students.   Also  we  have  entered  a 
joint  planning  venture  with  the  Police  Department  for  an 
Arson  Investigation  Team.   Also  we  have  started  to  address 
water  hole  maintenance  and  insurance  compliance. 

One  of  the  high  points  of  the  year  was  on  March  8, 
the  spectacular  burning  of  the  Slate  Bridge,  one  of  three 
bridge  fires  in  the  state  in  1993.   This  event  put  Swanzey 
in  statewide  news  for  most  of  the  year. 

The  Firemen's  Convention  this  year  was  held  in 
Bedford,  N.H.,  where  we  represented  the  town  in  September. 
The  Center  Company  received  the  Judge's  award  for  best 
appearing  apparatus  with  marching  unit.   In  the  Fire 
Prevention  Parade  in  Keene,  the  East  Company  won  the  Phil 
Davis  Memorial  Trophy  for  the  best  all  around  appearing 
unit .

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DEPARTMENT  OP  PUBLIC  WORKS 

After  three  consecutive  years  of  freezing  rain  and 
little  snow,  1993  finally  came  through  with  snow,  and 
even  a  mini  blizzard.   However,  we  did  get  the  freezing 
rain,  which  gave  all  of  us,  including  commuters  and 
travelers,  our  share  of  problems.   Winter  is  costly  in 
terms  of  deicing  products  and  vehicle  maintenance. 
Maintenance  seemed  to  plague  us  this  year,  even  though  we 
have  relatively  new  eguipment  and  a  P.M.   program.   The 
1982  backhoe  became  terminally  ill,  engine  wise,  on  the 
Main  Street  drainage  project,  and  it  was  more  economical 
to  replace  it,  than  to  repair.   This  move  was  anticipated 
in  1994. 

Spring  always  brings  muddy  roads,  and  we  added  a 
goodly  amount  of  gravel.   We  cleaned  ditches  and 
culverts,  picked  up  considerable  brush  and  downed  limbs, 
cleaned  sidewalks,  and  raked  cemeteries  and  parks  areas. 

Swanzey  Lake  Dam  developed  another  leak  on  the  east 
end.   We  excavated  behind  the  wall  and  poured  an 
additional  twelve  feet  of  concrete.   This  seems  to  have 
solved  the  problem,  but  lack  of  rain  this  summer  never 
allowed  the  lake  to  fill  to  its  normal  level. 

Parks  and  ballfields  maintenance  were  added  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  this  year,  along  with  cemetery 
maintenance.   This  made  a  full  time  job  for  four  full- 
time  people.   A  good  job  was  done  by  the  crew. 

Special  projects  kept  the  Highway  Crew  quite  busy 
all  summer  and  fall.   We  constructed  the  approaches  to 
Thompson  Bridge  and  completely  replaced  the  antiquated 
storm  drains  on  Main  Street,  from  the  bridge  east  to 
Prospect  Street,  and  west  to  the  W.S.A.A.  building.   The 
intersection  of  West  Shore  Road  and  Swanzey  Lake  Road  was 
completely  rebuilt  including  drainage  and  with  materials 
provided  by  the  State  D.O.T.   We  enlarged  and  completely 
repaved  the  Town  Hall  parking  lot.   This  required 
building  the  granite  retaining  wall,  which  along  with  the 
landscaping  by  the  Garden  Club,  enhances  the  appearance 
of  the  area.   We  also  constructed  the  new  parking  lot  at 
the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall.   Grubbing  at  the  Westport 
Cemetery  expansion  was  completed,  and  the  layout  should 
be  done  in  1994. 

We  grader  shimmed  Homestead  Avenue  and  Warmac  Road 
and  paver  shimmed  East  Shore  Road  in  an  attempt  to 
reshape  the  roads  some. 

We  chip  sealed  many  roads,  but  due  to  weather  or 
product,  or  a  combination  thereof,  we  experienced  some 
problems.   The  sealer  picked  up  and  tracked  and  created  a 
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general  mess.   This  will  be  addressed  in  the  summer  of 
1994,  and  hopefully  will  not  occur  again. 

Cutting  brush  is  a  never  ending  job  and  what  was 
accomplished  this  year  was  well  worth  it,  considering  the 
amount  of  trees  bent  over  in  the  heavy  storms  this 
winter.   We  never  get  them  all!   We  made  our  own  winter 
sand  again  this  year  all  be  it  not  enough. 

John  Patnode  did  a  fine  job  sprucing  up  the  old 
Willard  Cemetery,  off  Lake  Street  in  North  Swanzey, 
repairing  and  painting  the  fencing  and  making  a  sign  to 
mark  it.

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RECYCLING  CENTER 

1993  contained  no  real  surprises.   We  increased 
recyclables  processed  by  40  tons  (680  total)  while  non- 
recyclables  remained  equal  to  1992  totals.   This  puts  us 
up  to  the  state  goal  of  a  40%  recycling  rate. 

While  our  recycling  rate  and  your  cooperation  has 
been  excellent,  the  town  can  still  reduce  what  we  put  in 
the  compactor.   We  will  continue  to  check  what  is  not 
being  recycled,  and  remain  available  to  answer  your 
questions . 

For  the  first  time  since  the  town  resumed  control  of 
the  transfer  station,  our  budget  request  is  up  (after  a  4 
year,  $35,000  decline).  Our  system  is  up  and  running, 
gross  tonnage  has  stabilized,  and  there  are  no  further 
major  cost  reductions  to  be  realized.   Our  increase  will 
be  used  to  purchase  a  new  (used)  truck,  grind  and  dispose 
of  the  accumulating  stumpage,  and  to  hopefully  set  up  a 
more  comprehensive  hazardous  waste  program  to  handle 
virtually  all  classes  of  this  waste. 

For  1994,  keep  up  your  good  efforts  in  recycling: 
reuse  where  possible,  buy  items  with  less  packaging,  use 
products  containing  recycled  materials,  use  less 
plastics,  and  make  that  extra  effort  to  recycle  just  that 
little  bit  more.

During  the  past  year,  the  board  approved  4 
subdivisions,  creating  8  new  lots.   They  also  approved  17 
site  plans  and  3  Home  Occupations.   There  were  no 
excavation  permits  issued  under  RSA  155E. 

At  the  1992  Town  Meeting,  it  was  voted  in  favor,  pursuant 
to  RSA  673: 211(b)  to  elect  members  to  the  Planning  Board 
instead  of  having  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  with 
the  first  election  of  the  Planning  Board  members  to  take 
place  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  for  1993.   All  of  the 
present  members  of  the  Planning  Board  were  elected  in 
1993  for  various  terms,  i.e.,  three  years,  two  years,  and 
one  year.   Three  Alternates  were  also  selected  by  the 
elected  members. 

Three  amendments  to  the  zoning  ordinance,  two  of  which 
were  by  petition,  were  adopted  at  town  meeting  in  March, 
of  1993,  including  a  complete  revision  to  the  Airport 
Zoning. 

John  Bys  and  William  O'Meara  did  not  run  for  the  elected 
offices  because  of  personal  commitments.   The  three 
alternates  include  a  former  alternate  and  two  new 
alternates . 

It  is  the  goal  of  the  Planning  Board  to  welcome 
participation  from  all  the  citizens  of  Swanzey,  keeping 
in  mind  the  objectives  of  the  Swanzey  Master  Plan  and  the 
protection  of  natural  assets  while  dealing  with  growth 
pressures . 
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ZONING  BOARD  OP  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  meets  on  the  third 
Monday  of  each  month  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Swanzey  Center. 
During  the  past  year,  the  board  approved  seven  variances 
and  seven  special  exceptions,  and  denied  two  variances  anc 
one  special  exception. 

Ray  Thompson  did  not  run  for  re-election  because  of 
personal  commitments.   William  Hutwelker,  Alternate,  ran 
and  was  elected  for  a  two  year  term.   Two  alternates  were 
selected  by  the  elected  members;  a  former  alternate  Robert 
DeRocher  and  one  additional  alternate  Jonathan  Wentworth. 

During  this  reporting  period,  Rules  of  Procedure  were 
developed  and  approved.   Detailed  discussions  were  also 
held  on  relationships  between  Swanzey  Conservation 
Commission;  interpretations  of  various  zoning  articles 
from  the  Town  Attorney;  and  the  selection  of  Alternate 
Counsel  for  those  times  when  Town  Attorney  has  a  conflict 
of  interest.

A  total  of  115  permits  were  issued  in  1993,  no  change  from  1992.  The  total 
value  of  new  construction  decreased  by  1%.  The  average  cost  of  a  site 
constructed  residence  increased  from  $64,000.00  to  $79,000.00. 

The  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  now  in  effect  requires  that  a  building  permit 
be  obtained  from  the  Building  Inspector  prior  to  the  start  of  construction 
or  alteration  of  any  building  or  start  of  construction  of  any  permanently 
installed  swimming  pool. 

Plans  for  any  construction  involving  a  non-residential  use  or  multifamily 
dwelling  units  must  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review  and 
approval  prior  to  application  for  a  building  permit  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Section  XVT  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Development  of  any  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  is  prohibited  except  by 
special  exception  from  the  Swanzey  Board  of  Adjustment  and  approval  by  the 
Building  Inspector  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  XVTI  of 
the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

A  copy  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  may  be  obtained  at  the  Town  Hall.

Annual  Report  1993 

The  Swanzey  Conservation  Commission  is  comprised  of  seven 
members  and  two  alternates.   The  purpose  of  the  Commission 
is  "for  the  proper  utilization  and  protection  of  the 
natural  resources  and  for  the  protection  of  watershed 
resources"  of  the  town. 

The  Commission  reviews  environmentally,  the  applications 
to  the  Swanzey  Planning  Board,  and  Board  of  Adjustment, 
and  all  "Dredge  and  Fill"  applications  to  the  N.H. 
Wetlands  Board. 

The  Commission  is  managing  the  Muster  Lot  in  West  Swanzey 
and  the  Town  Forest  at  Mount  Cresson,  and  is  monitoring 
the  conservation  easement  on  Honey  Hill.   The  Land 
Conservation  and  Investment  Program  (LCIP)  task  force 
continues  to  assist  in  the  management  of  LCIP  obtained 
properties.   There  are  blazed  trails  with  maps  now 
available  for  Honey  Hill.   A  contract  executed  for  the 
logging  operation  on  Mount  Cresson  follows  an  approved 
Forestry  Management  Plan.   There  will  also  be  a  plan 
developed  for  the  newly  acgulred  property  on  the  Causeway 
Rd. 

The  Commission  was  instrumental  in  sending  Emily  White  and 
Rebecca  MacMaster  to  Conservation  Camp,  and  was  available 
for  nature  walks  and  activities  with  the  Swanzey  children 
at  the  Swanzey  Summer  Camp. 

The  Commission  members  attended  seminars  on  soils, 
wetlands,  wildlife,  etc.,  to  further  their  education,  and 
thus  increase  their  ability  to  serve  the  Town  of  Swanzey. 
They  also  participated  in  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  N.H. 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  of  which  they  are 
a  member .

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SWANZEY  MUSEUM  1993 

We  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  over  1,300  visitors 
this  past  year,  some  from  as  far  away  as  Peru,  New 
Zealand  and  South  Africa.   In  January  we  also   had 
visitors  from  the  Boston  Fire  Department  who  made  a 
special  trip  to  view  the  Amoskeag. 

We  were  able  to  assist  students  from  Nelson, 
Winchester  and  Keene  State  College  with  homework 
assignments,  and  we  sent  information  on  our  bridges  and 
the  area  in  general  to  a  school  group  in  Iowa  for  one  of 
their  class  projects.   Another  time  we  loaned  household 
goods  to  a  local  teacher  for  use  in  her  classroom. 

After  the  loss  of  the  Slate  Bridge  we  received 
several  inquiries  for  information.   We  also  furnished 
information  on  the  Thompson  Bridge  to  the  construction 
crew.   In  April,  Charlie  Hanrahan,  David  Joslyn,  and 
Larry  Waters  did  a  home  video  on  the  Thompson  Bridge  and 
David  Joslyn  gave  a  detailed  report  on  what  had  been 
done.   This  information  is  on  file  at  the  Museum.   When 
the  bridge  dedication  took  place  we  had  a  booth  and  the 
total  sales  for  the  day  were  $535.00.   There  were 
numerous  items  for  sale  including  coffee  mugs,  magnets, 
Christmas  tree  ornaments,  prints,  etc.,  and  also  a 
display  (mostly  pictures)  of  all  our  bridges.   We  also 
furnished  sheet  music  for  the  Westmoreland  Town  Band, 
material  for  Stacey  Cole's  speech,  and  information  for 
David  Proper  who  wrote  an  article  for  the  Sentinel. 

We  have  also  received  some  good  publicity  and  were 
mentioned  in  a  book  published  by  the  state  in  regards  to 
museums  in  the  state.   In  June,  Swanzey  and  its  bridges 
made  the  New  York  Times,  the  Hartford  Current  and  both 
Channel  7  and  Channel  9  television. 

We  had  enough  information  (newspaper  articles, 
snapshots,  etc.,)  donated  that  enabled  us  to  put  together 
several  special  scrapbooks.   One  was  on  the  2<00th 
anniversary  of  the  Baptist  Society,  a  second  book  on  The 
Old  Homestead,  the  addition  of  several  pictures  to  our 
Bell  Tower  Dedication  Scrapbook,  and  we  put  together  a 
special  book  on  the  Amoskeag  and  the  information  the 
museum  has  available.   A  special  gift  came  from  the 
Stratton  Free  Library,  donated  by  Ernest  Perry,  a 
scrapbook  from  the  early  1900 's  listing  hundreds  of  news 
i items  regarding  Swanzey.   As  time  permits  we  make  visits 
t  to  the  Keene  Library  in  the  hopes  of  adding  to  this 
i unique  collection.

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SEWER  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

During  1993  there  were  34  new  users  added  to  the 
West  Swanzey  Sewer  System. 

By  experimenting  with  a  number  of  variations  on  the 
Lagoon  Aeration  System  the  requirements  for  additional 
aeration  were  met  while  keeping  the  electricity  cost 
increase  to  a  minimum. 

The  Sewer  Budget  is  now  on  a  pay  as  you  go  basis 
rather  than  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenue  and  the 
rate  is  expected  to  remain  static.  Rates  in  Swanzey  are 
still  in  the  bottom  quarter  of  the  range  statewide. 

In  order  to  deal  with  sludge  buildup  in  the  lagoons, 
Operator  Tom  Hastings  has  instituted  an  experimental 
program  of  stocking  the  lagoons  with  Horned  Pout.   To 
date  the  fish  are  doing  fine  and  the  experiments  seems 
well  on  the  way  to  success.   Time  will  tell,  and  the 
savings  to  the  town  will  be  substantial.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  1993 

Ted  Miner,  Superintendent  of  the  Precinct  resigned  in  November  of  1993 
to  seek  a  new  career  and  Bill  Snyder  of  Swanzey  Center  was  appointed  as  his 
replacement  effective  December  1,  1993. 

The  Commissioners  and  Mr.  Snyder  have  decided  upon  the  following 
improvements  for  the  1994  season:  new  water  lines  for  Houghton  Point  North 
and  South  and  new  water  lines  on  sections  of  Matthews  Road.  Monies  to  pay 
for  these  improvements  will  come  from  the  precinct's  capital  reserve  fund. 


MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING  1993 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Swanzey  Water  and  Fire  Precinct  was 
duly  called  and  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  March  16,  1993,  at  7:30  o'clock  in 
the  evening. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mark  Lawrence,  the  Moderator. 

Mr.  Lawrence  read  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  and  the  return  of 
posting  thereon. 

Under  Article  1  -  On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  E.  Colby, 
Mark  Lawrence  was  nominated  for  the  position  of  Moderator.  There  being  no 
other  nominations,  by  voice  vote,  Mark  Lawrence  was  declared  duly  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Wallace  Yardley,  Elizabeth 
Colby  was  nominated  Secretary  for  the  term  of  one  year.   The  motion  carried 
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and  Elizabeth  Colby  was  duly  elected.   She  subsequently  took  the  oath  of 
office. 

On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Wallace  Yardley,  Irene 
Underwood  was  nominated  as  Treasurer  for  the  Precinct.   There  being  no 
other  nominations,  by  voice  vote,  Irene  Underwood  was  declared  duly  elected 
and  subsequently  took  the  oath  of  office. 

On  motion  of  Wallace  Yardley,  seconded  by  Gus  Lerandeau,  James  Devine 
was  nominated  as  Auditor  for  the  term  of  one  year.  The  motion  carried  and 
James  Devine  was  duly  elected.  He  subsequently  took  the  oath  of  office. 

On  motion  of  James  Devine,  seconded  by  E.  Colby,  Andrew  Perra 
was  nominated  as  Commissioner  of  the  Precinct  for  three  years.  On  motion 
of  Robert  Cornwell,  seconded  by  Barry  Yardley,  Wallace  Yardley  was 
nominated  as  Commission  of  the  Precinct  for  three  years.  An  election  was 
held  by  paper  ballot  which  resulted  in  a  tie  vote  14-14  between  the  two 
candidates.  A  coin  was  tossed  by  the  moderator  to  determine  the  outcome  of 
the  race.   Wallace  Yardley  called  the  toss  "tails".   It  came  up  heads 
resulting  in  Andrew  Perra  being  declared  the  winner.   He  subsequently  took 
the  oath  of  office. 

Under  Article  2  -  The  budget  for  the  year  1993  was  read,  item  by  item, 
and,  on  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Andrew  Perra  it  was  voted  to 
accept  the  budget  as  read.  The  total  budget, 

$  163,100  was  then  voted  on  and  passed  by  a  majority  vote.  Toby  Tousley 
requested  that  the  Commissioners  pursue  the  town  underwriting  the  total 
cost  of  Hydrant  Rental.   Selectman  Colby  suggested  a  letter  be  sent  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  asking  that  the  town's  share  be  amended  upward.  Barry 
Yardley  inquired  about  anticipated  rates  for  hydrant  rental.  Lerandeau 
pointed  out  that  the  Precinct  did  not  control  the  rates  but  would  work  with 
Keene  to  keep  them  in  line. 

Under  Article  3  -  On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  E.  Colby, 
it  was  unanimously  voted  to  accept  the  Article  as  read,  and  to  authorize 
the  Commissioners  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
ensuing  year  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Under  Under  Article  4  -  Toby 
Tousley  made  a  motion  for  the  Commissioners  to  negotiate  with  the  Selectmen 
for  the  Town  of  Swanzey  to  assume  responsibility  for  the  total  hydrant 
rental  fees  for  the  coming  year.  The  motion  received  a  second. 
Commissioner  Lerandeau  suggested  that  all  North  Swanzey  residents  to  lobby 
to  appropriate  the  total  maintenance  fee. 

Motion  passed.  Questions  regarding  the  quality  and  possibility  of 
developing  an  independent  water  source  were  discussed.  A  study  of  the 
feasibility  of  developing  an  independent  water  source  had  been  done  in  1991 
and  concluded  that  it  was  not  cost  effective  to  develop.  On  motion  of  Gus 
Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Bob  Cornwell,  the  motion  to  transact  any  other 
business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting  passed. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  meeting,  on  motion 
of  Mark  Lawrence,  seconded  by  E.  Colby,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn 
at  8:00  p.m.
